Department reported today. 


This figure, which is subject to 


revision, compared with an an- 
nual rate of $1.9 billion in the first 
three months of 1962. 


For the first half of the year, 


the deficit ran at an annual rate 
of just under $1.5 billion. For all

The payments deficit represents 


the difference between the amount 
that Americans spend, lend, in- 
vest and giva away abroad and 
the lesser amount received from 
foreign sources.

School Debt 
in Arkansas 
Up $8 Million 


LITTLE ROCK (AP)- 


Education 
Department 
reported 


Thursday the public school debt 
in Arkansas had increased by over 
$8 million in the past fiscal year 
to a record $114,205,252. 


Despite the enormous indebted- 


ness, 418 Arkansas school districts 
could still legally borrow $97,398,- 
006, based on a combined assessed 
valuation of $1,410,688,000. 


But,, the1 department reported, 


three districts, East Side in Con- 
way, 
Alma and Oark, had exceed- 


ed or reached the limits' of their 
borrowing power on June 30, the 
last day of the past fiscal year. 


Seven other districts had ex- 


ceeded the 15 per cent limit of 
their latest evaluation, while of 
the remaining districts, 92 had 
debt ratio ranging from 10 to 15 
per cent, 195 ranged from 5 to 10 
per cent and 107 from 1 to 5 per 
cent. 


State Jlaws allow school districts 


to borBoV up to 15 per cent of 
their assessed valuation,; with t'he 
state Board of Education empow- 
ered to increase this to 18 per 
cent. 


Only 14 school districts in 
the 


state were debt free during the 
year.
